SIR: 

In response to the Office Action mailed on January 3 1 , 2008, applicants rather than 
electing one of the proposed groups I to XI would like to choose the second option given by 
the Examiner and elect the compounds of claim 17. All the compounds of claim 17 have a 4- 
or a 5-chlorothiophene-2-carbonyl-amino moiety in common. Moreover, these compounds 
are carboxamides. 

The election is with traverse. The traversal is on the grounds that the patent office 
has not established that it would pose an undue burden to examine the full scope of the 
claimed invention. 

If the Examiner decides to broaden the search/examination, applicants request that the 
invention of group I of the Office Action be searched/examined. 

Additionally, applicants request that process and method (now use) claims be 
examined along with the compounds of claim 17. If the process/method claims are restricted, 
then applicants bring the attention of the Examiner to MPEP § 821.04, Rejoinder, which 
states that "if the elected invention is directed to the product and the claims directed to the 
product are subsequently found patentable, process claims [both process of making and using] 
which either depend from or include all the limitations of the allowable product will be 
rejoined ." If the restriction requirement is maintained at this point, rejoinder of the non- 
elected claims is respectfully requested at the proper time in accord with the rejoinder 
provisions of the MPEP.
